WASHINGTON (AP) — Con¬ 
gress returns on Tuesday 
with a critical need for a 
characteristic rarely evi¬ 
dent through a contentious 
spring and summer — co¬ 
operation between Repub¬ 
licans and President Barack 
Obama. 

Lawmakers face a weighty 
list of unfinished busi¬ 
ness and looming dead¬ 
lines, including a stopgap 
spending bill to keep the 
government open beyond 
Sept. 30. The most intracta¬ 
ble issues — a solution to a 
yearlong battle over agen¬ 
cy budgets and a deal on 
a long-sought highway bill 
— have been kicked to the 
fall. 

“It’s going to take a sense 
of give and take on both 
sides,” said Republican 
Rep. Tom Cole. 

Republican leaders are 
playing down talk of a gov¬ 
ernment shutdown that’s 
being driven by conserva¬ 
tives determined to use the 
spending legislation to strip 
funds from Planned Parent¬ 
hood. The organization is 
under intense scrutiny af¬ 
ter secretly recorded vid¬ 
eos raised uncomfortable 
questions about its prac¬ 
tices in procuring research 
tissue from aborted fetuses. 
Cole said passing a short¬ 
term spending bill will not 
be “a contention-free ex¬ 
ercise." 

The first days for Congress 
will be marked by a fierce 


debate over the nuclear 
deal with Iran that Re¬ 
publicans insist makes too 
many concessions to Teh¬ 
ran. Democrats have ral¬ 
lied behind the president 
and have already dem¬ 
onstrated they have the 
votes to sustain a promised 
Obama veto of a resolution 
challenging the hard-won 
agreement. 

Also on the crowded au¬ 
tumn agenda are efforts to 
increase the government’s 
borrowing authority and 
avoid a first-ever federal 
default; extend some 50 
tax breaks; pass a defense 
policy bill that Obama has 
threatened to veto; and 
renew the Federal Aviation 
Administration's authority 
to spend money. 

A historic address to Con¬ 
gress by Pope Francis on 
Sept. 24 promises a respite 
from the partisanship that 
has gripped the Capitol for 
mosf of the year. 

Some ultraconservative tea 
party lawmakers say they 
will only back legislation to 
keep the government open 
in the new budget year, 
which begins Oct. 1, if fhe 
measure also terminates 
Planned Parenthood’s fed¬ 
eral money — even if their 
battle with Obama over 
the issue should spiral into a 
government shutdown. 

“I’m for doing everything” 
to halt funds for Planned 
Parenthood, said Repub¬ 
lican Rep. Jim Jordan. 
“There is no way they can 
get taxpayer support." 
Conservative groups such 


as Heritage Action are 
backing the strategy, 
though establishment an¬ 
ti-abortion organizations 
aren’t throwing their influ¬ 
ence behind if. 

Douglas Johnson, legisla¬ 
tive director for the pow¬ 
erful National Right to Life 
Committee, said recently 
that while blocking Planned 
Parenthood’s funds “makes 
sense," the Senate lacks 
the votes to do so and 
abortions would continue 
anyway. He said lawmak¬ 
ers should also focus on bills 
halting abortions. 

“We just don’t have the 
votes to get the outcome 
that we’d like," Senate 


Majority Leader Mitch Mc¬ 
Connell told a Kentucky 
television station last week. 
He called ending Planned 
Parenthood’s funding “an¬ 
other issue that awaits a 
new president.” 

Past efforts to use must- 
pass funding bills to block 
Obama's health care law 
and his executive actions 
on immigration have failed 
badly, wifh fhe heafh law 
dispute resulting in a partial 
government shutdown in 
2013. 

As a result, House Republi¬ 
can leaders are consider¬ 
ing separate legislation this 
month cutting Planned Par¬ 
enthood’s funds and fhe 


health overhaul, according 
to a Republican aide and a 
lobbyist. They hope such a 
bill, which would advance 
free of a threat by Senate 
Democrats to use proce¬ 
dural rules to block a final 
vote, would satisfy Planned 
Parenthood’s opponents 
and free up the temporary 
government funding bill. 
Obama would be certain 
to veto such a bill, but it 
would allow Republicans 
to vote for those changes 
and underscore the need 
for a Republican president 
to institute them. 

Facing demands for ne¬ 
gotiations to lift domestic 
agency budgets hit by the 
return of automatic spend¬ 
ing cuts, McConnell has 
signaled that he is open to 
talks on a deal that would 
pair increases for domestic 
programs with budget relief 
for the Pentagon. The pain¬ 
ful automatic budget cuts 
are the result of the law 
Obama signed in a 2011 
deal commonly known as 
the “sequester.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Al¬ 
ready a done deal in 
Congress, the Iran nuclear 
agreement gained more 
momentum Sunday as for¬ 
mer Secretary of State Co¬ 
lin Powell and Rep. Debbie 
Wasserman Schultz, the 
head of the Democratic 
National Committee, an¬ 
nounced their support. 
Powell, secretary of state 
under President George 
W. Bush, called the agree¬ 
ment “a pretty good deal" 
that would reduce the 
threat of Iran gaining a nu¬ 
clear weapon. 

Iran's nuclear program 
“has been thrown into 
a detour” making it less 
likely it can produce a 
nuclear weapon to be 
used against Israel or other 
countries, Powell said. “So 
that’s pretty good,” he told 
NBC’s “Meet the Press." 
Wasserman Schultz said 
the decision to endorse the 
agreement was the most 
difficult one she has made 
in nearly 23 years in elect¬ 
ed office. 

The Jewish lawmaker wrote 
in The Miami Herald that 
while she has concerns 
about the agreement, the 
deal “provides the best 
chance to ensure" security 
for the U.S., Israel and other 
allies. 

“Under the agreement Iran 
will not be able to produce 
a nuclear bomb for at least 
10-15 years,” she said, while 
the U.S. and its allies “will be 
able to more closely con¬ 
centrate on stopping Iran’s 
terrorist activity.” 
Wasserman Schultz choked 
back tears as she de¬ 
scribed her decision to 


back the Iran deal as “a 
Jewish mother” and Ameri¬ 
can citizen. 

“There’s nothing more im¬ 
portant to me, as a Jew, 
(than) to ensure that Israel's 
existence is there through¬ 
out our generations," she 
said on CNN’s “State of the 
Union.” 

The White House has 
clinched the necessary 
Senate votes to ensure 
that Congress will uphold 
the deal even if President 
Barack Obama ends up 
having to veto a disap¬ 
proval resolution set for a 
vote in the week ahead. 
But with that support in 
hand and more piling up, 
the White House and con¬ 
gressional backers of the 
deal have begun aiming 
for a more ambitious goal: 
enough commitments to 
bottle up the disapproval 
resolution in the Senate by 
using procedural rules to 
prevent it from even com¬ 
ing to a final vote. 

That effort suffered a set¬ 
back on Friday as Sen. Ben 
Cardin, top Democrat on 
the Senate Foreign Rela¬ 
tions Committee, said he 
opposed the deal. 
Thirty-eight senators — all 
Democrats — back the 
agreement, three votes shy 
of the 41 needed to filibus¬ 
ter a disapproval resolution 
and block it from passing. 
Powell, who served as na¬ 
tional security adviser un¬ 
der President Ronald Rea¬ 
gan, invoked Reagan’s 
oft-quoted maxim that the 
West should “trust but ver¬ 
ify” any agreements with 
the former Soviet Union. 
“With Iranians, don’t trust 
but always verify,” Powell

commanders leading the 
initiative, said while touring 
Times Square. “And when 
there’s criminal activity, 
guys pounce on it.” 

Much of the enforcement 
has focused on peddlers 
who aggressively hawk 
homemade music CDs. 
“You can peacefully beg, 
you can peacefully ask 
for money, but what you 
can’t do is intimidate peo¬ 
ple, block their path or 
hold onto them,” said Lt. 
Daniel Albano of the NYPD 
Legal Affairs Bureau. 

In the prostitution bust, two 
undercover officers pos¬ 
ing as tourists approached 
desnuda Destiny Romero 
to take a picture with her. 
Phone numbers were ex¬ 
changed with Romero and 
her handler, Jason Perez, 
and in a later phone call 
Perez offered to sell the 


undercovers drugs, police 
said. 

The officers directed the 
suspects to a hotel, where 
Perez allegedly sold them 
cocaine and the synthetic 
drug "molly” for $200 and 
Romero offered to perform 
oral sex for another $200 
before both were arrest¬ 
ed, police said.

NEW YORK (AP) — In the 

summer of topless, painted 
women in Times Square, 
a team of New York Po¬ 
lice Department officers 
fanned out on a recent 
night in their own getups 
— shorts, T-shirts and back¬ 
packs that allowed them 
to blend in with the crowd. 
Two officers strolled 
through a pedestrian plaza 
past the seminude women 
and costumed characters 
trolling for tips from tourists. 
Others sat in a grandstand 
in Duffy Square. Another 
brushed past an unsus¬ 
pecting Spider-Man. 

By the end of the night, 
police had arrested one 
of the topless women on 
prostitution charges while 
in a separate incident, a 
South Carolina business¬ 
man was charged with 
assaulting another one of 
the women over a missing 
wallet — proof. New York 
Police Department officials 
say, of the potential for 
disorder related to Times 
Square’s legion of hustlers 
who call themselves street 
entertainers. 

The bustling mix of pan¬ 
handlers, traffic, tourists 
and commerce — along 
with the threat of terror¬ 
ism — makes Times Square 
"one of the most complex 
environments in the world,” 
Police Commissioner Wil¬ 
liam Bratton told The As¬ 
sociated Press. "The issue is 
how to keep it a safe and 
orderly place within the 
law.” 

Unlike two decades ago 


— a seedier era when junk¬ 
ies, hookers and bar fights 
still were facts of life — 
Times Square is one of the 
safest spots in the city. Still, 
police officials argue that 
the type of enforcement 
that led to the recent pros¬ 
titution arrest is one of the 
measures needed to keep 
it that way. 

Toplessness and non-intim¬ 
idating panhandling are 
legal in New York. But that 
hasn’t curbed outrage 
over aggressive costumed 
characters and so-called 
desnudas — women wear¬ 
ing thongs and covering 
themselves only with pa¬ 
triotic body paint — seek¬ 
ing tips in exchange for 
photos. Police say some of 
the desnudas work in pairs 
or with handlers, and can 
make up to $300 a day. 

As the women became 
a tabloid sensation, the 
NYPD announced it was 
forming a new unit of 
about 100 officers to bol¬ 
ster existing patrols in Times 
Square. The decision is part 
of a broader program that 
will include greater use of 
security cameras and oth¬ 
er counterterrorism mea¬ 
sures, Bratton said. 

The department already 
has been responding to 
complaints about hustlers 
by using techniques famil¬ 
iar in drug investigations; 
it deploys undercovers, 
plainclothes surveillance 
teams and intelligence to 
detect and deter crime re¬ 
lated to the panhandling.

New England’s ports, long past prime, seek to stage comeback

NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP) 

— The noise and bustle of 
nearby neighborhoods 
fade away at New Ha¬ 
ven’s sprawling port. An oil 
and chemical tanker floats 
placidly at a dock. A tug 
pushes a barge out in Long 
Island Sound. Only occa¬ 
sionally do trucks rumble 
up to a scrap metal busi¬ 
ness or deliver materials for 
road work. 

What was a key port for 
lumber and other goods 
dating to Colonial times 
is, like other New England 
ports, facing a reckoning 
after a lengthy decline. 

In the region that nurtured 
the beginnings of New 
World commerce with 
whaling, fishing and ship¬ 
building, state and local 
governments are taking 
stock of aging infrastruc¬ 
ture at deep-water ports. 
As they move to stake out 
their share of global trade, 
the challenge is how to 
stay relevant in an age of 
ever-larger ships. 

“There are so few people 
who know about our deep¬ 
water ports,” said Judith 
Scheiffele, executive direc¬ 
tor of the New Haven Port 
Authority. 

“I think it’s kind of taken for 
granted.” 

New England’s ports saw 
their national rankings in 
terms of total trade plum¬ 
met since the 1970s, a trend 
that only accelerated with 
the Great Recession. New 
Haven, which ranked 33rd 
in the nation in 1972 with 
13.1 million tons, ranked 
57th in 2013 with only 8.4 
million tons, according to 
the American Association 
of Port Authorities. 

The drop owes to issues of 
access and global forces 
far outside local control. 
Ports constantly need 
costly dredging, and the 
will has not always kept up 
with the need to remove 


silt. In Bridgeport, Connecti¬ 
cut, New England’s south¬ 
ernmost port, ship traffic is 
severely limited because 
the harbor has not been 
dredged since 1964, leav¬ 
ing it short of the standard 
35-foot depth in places. 

A harbor’s depth is key to 
attracting business and has 
huge significance for mar¬ 
keting, said Tim Sullivan, 
deputy commissioner at 
the state’s Department of 
Economic and Community 
Development. 

Money that once might 
have gone toward deep¬ 
ening harbors and pro¬ 
viding rail and highway 
connections was used to 
increase security after the 
Sept. 11 attacks, accord¬ 
ing to John Martin, a mari¬ 
time industry analyst. 

Boston is having its harbor 
deepened to 51 feet at the 
entrance and 47 feet in in¬ 
ner channels and will be 
the region's only port ac¬ 
commodating bigger ships, 
said Edward O’Donnell, 
chief of the navigation sec¬ 
tion at the Army Corps of 
Engineers in New England. 
With the exception of Bos¬ 
ton and Portland, New 
England’s ports generally 
handle only cargo that is 
loaded individually — not 
the large, more lucrative 
container shipping. 

More commerce is mov¬ 
ing on giant ships that can 
pass through an expanded 
Panama Canal. New Eng¬ 
land’s location, on the East 
Coast, doesn’t help, either, 
as lately it is Asia — and not 
Europe — that sends most 
cargo by sea to the United 
States. 

A number of governments 
are puzzling over how to 
take better advantage of 
the economic potential at 
their deep-water ports. 

In Connecticut, a state 
port authority was created 
to promote three major 
ports on Long Island Sound: 
Bridgeport, New Haven

Syria news says

The state news agen¬ 
cy SANA identified him as a 
member of the Nusra Front, 
Syria’s al-Qaida affiliate. 
Late Sunday, the state 
television aired confessions 
by Abu Trabi, in which he 
said he was recruited by a 
Syrian rebel to kill the cleric. 
Sweida is a predominantly 
Druze region that largely 
has stayed out of the civil 
war raging in Syria since 
2011. Balous was a vocal 
critic of Syrian President 
Bashar Assad. Soon af¬ 
ter the bombings, clashes 
erupted outside police sta¬ 
tions and security offices 
that killed some security 
agents, local resident and 
activist Tarek Abdul-Hai 
said. The Britain-based Syr¬ 
ian Observatory for Human 
Rights said six security per¬ 
sonnel were killed. 
Abdul-Hai, speaking to The 
Associated Press by tele¬ 
phone from Sweida, said 
that calm has returned to 
the city as armed militias 
took charge of patrolling 
the area.

Dutch journalist detained for second time

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — A 

Dutch journalist said Sun¬ 
day she was detained by

Frederike Geerdink said 
on her Twitter account 
that she was detained in 
the town of Yuksekova 
along with a group of 
“human shield” protesters 
who were attempting to 
stop the violence there.

A government official 
confirmed that she had 
been detained along with 
19 other people for ille¬ 
gally entering a restricted 
zone and taking part in 
the protest. The official 
also said that members 
of the group were taken 
away for their own pro¬ 
tection. 

The official, who spoke 
on condition of anonym¬ 
ity in line with government 
rules barring officials from 
speaking to reporters with¬ 
out prior authorization, 
added that an investiga¬ 
tion was ongoing. 

It was the second time 
that the freelance journal¬ 


ist, who reports mainly on 
Kurdish issues, has been 
taken into custody in Tur¬ 
key. She was briefly de¬ 
tained in January and was 
acquitted of charges of 
engaging in propaganda 
on behalf of the Kurdish 
rebels in April. 

This week, a Turkish court 
released from jail two Brit¬ 
ish Vice News journalists 
who were arrested on ter¬ 
ror-related charges while 
reporting from Diyarbakir, 
the main city in Turkey’s 
mainly Kurdish region.

In the presidential race, 
Baldizon’s most competi¬ 
tive rivals were television 
comedian Jimmy Morales, 
who has never held elec¬ 
tive office, former first lady 
Sandra Torres and Zulia 
Rios, the daughter of a for¬ 
mer dictator accused of 
genocide. 

If none of the 14 candi¬ 
dates reaches 50 percent, 
a runoff will be held Oct.

PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad 
(AP) — The first female

Five parties and several 
independents are con¬ 
testing the 41 seats in the 
Parliament. 

Persad-Bissessar, 63, took 
office in May 2010 at the

People’s Partnership co¬ 
alition. 

She has called crime 
the No. 1 problem in the 
country and proposes 
better policing and a ze¬ 
ro-tolerance approach. 
“Now is not the time to 
experiment with any in¬ 
experienced party,’’ she 
said at a recent rally. 
“You need to give us an¬ 
other five years to finish 
our work." 

The prime minister has 
promised a new highway, 
a children's hospital, free 
laptops for primary school 
students and grants to sin¬ 
gle mothers.

Guyana’s government says it will undercut river bridge toll

GEORGETOWN, Guyana 
(AP) — Guyana’s govern¬ 
ment said on Sunday that 
it will let private boat own¬ 
ers offer taxi service across 
a river near the Suriname 
border after the opposi¬ 
tion-linked company that 
controls the bridge over it 
refused to lower tolls. 

In its budget presenta¬ 


tion last month, the gov¬ 
ernment had ordered 
that a $10 toll for vehicles 
crossing the Berbice River 
bridge be reduced by 
about $3, but company 
directors refused and in¬ 
stead asked for a 50 per¬ 
cent increase in rates. The 
Berbice River Company 
Inc. has the rights to op¬ 
erate the bridge for 21 


years. 

On Sunday, State Minister 
Joseph Harmon said au¬ 
thorities will offer vehicles 
a cheaper way across 
the river by allowing pri¬ 
vate vessels to compete 
with the toll bridge and 
will help the boat owners 
keep rates down by subsi¬ 
dizing their services. 

The bridge, about 60 miles 


(97 kilometers) southeast 
of the city, is the lifeline 
connection between the 
capital and the coastal 
region near Suriname. It is 
controlled by an opposi¬ 
tion businessman. 

The previous government 
had banned the state fer¬ 
ry service from competing 
with the facility and had 
also done the same to pri¬ 


vate operators giving the 
firm a monopoly. 

President David Granger 
has said the government is 
reacting to demands from 
students and the poor 
who cannot afford rates 
for crossing the bridge to 
go to school and to ac¬ 
cess state services on the 
other side of the river in

Serena sets

NEW YORK (AP) — No need 
for any extra practice after 
this performance by Ser¬ 
ena Williams. 

Plus, it's not as if she needs 
to study too hard to figure 
out how to deal with her 
next opponent.

NORTON, Mass. (AP) — 

One 3-wood quickly put 
Henrik Stenson into the 
mix at the Deutsche Bank 
Championship. Another 
one helped to give him 
the lead. 

Stenson drilled a 3-wood 
on the 298-yard fourth hole 
at the TPC Boston that hit 
into the bank and rolled up 
to 20 feet for an eagle that 
allowed him to bolt up the 
leaderboard. The Swede 
showed off his supreme 
strength on the par-5 clos¬ 
ing hole with a 3-wood off 
the tee that left him only a 
6-iron into the green for a 
two-putt birdie that gave 
him a 6-under 65 and a 
one-shot lead over Rickie 
Fowler. 

Five shots behind going 
into the third round Sun¬ 
day, Stenson made up 
that deficit in just seven 
holes. He can only hope 
to make up that kind of 
ground on a winless sea¬ 
son during the final month 
of the FedEx Cup playoffs. 
“It’s a good time to start 
playing well," said Sten¬ 
son, who was at 13-under 
200. “It's a big event and 
lots to play for. I’m happy 
with the progress I made 
and it gave me a little bit 


of a confidence boost last 
week that I had a nice 
tournament. I hope I can 
have another one here to¬ 
morrow.” 

Fowler had a 67, missing 
out on a chance to share 
the lead when his 5-iron 
into the 18th was too strong 
and he had to scramble to 
salvage a par. 

Sean O’Hair (67) and Matt 
Jones (68) were two shots 
behind. 

They all took advantage 
of a collapse by Charley 
Hoffman, who blazed his 
way to victory at the TPC 
Boston five years ago. Af¬ 
ter opening with a birdie, 
Hoffman put his second 
shot into the hazard at 
the par-5 second hole 
and made bogey, and it 
slipped away from there. 
He shot 41 on front, had 
five bogeys in a seven- 
hole stretch and didn't 
make another birdie until 
his last hole for a 76. 

Jordan Spieth was headed 
for a return to No. 1, and 
he’s not even here after 
missing his second straight 
cut. 

PGA champion Jason 
Day would have to win 
the Deutsche Bank to go 
to No. 1 in the world, and 
the Australian finally hit the 
wall. Day made a double 


the lead. “I just wish I had a 
little bit more energy.” 

Rory Mcllroy needs to fin¬ 
ish 10th alone to remain 
No. 1, but he had to birdie 
his last two holes for a 71. 
He was 15 shots out of the 
lead. Mcllroy, playing for 
only the second time since 
the U.S. Open because of 


only the top 70 advance 
to the third tournament, 
and he came in at No. 91. 
But he found a swing key 
on the practice, holed 
some putts and shot a 64 
to bolt up the leaderboard 
into a tie for 11th. He has 
a chance to at least ad¬ 
vance to Chicago in two 
weeks. Stenson, howev¬ 
er, grabbed most of the 
attention. He won the 
Deutsche Bank two years 
ago, and converted that 
into a $10 million bonus 
when he dominated the 
field at East Lake to win 
the Tour Championship. 
The runner-up finish (by six 
shots) to Day at The Bar¬ 
clays put Stenson in good 



bogey on the reachable 
par-4 fourth hole and nev¬ 
er quite recovered.

Fowler chipped through 
the 18th green and his ball 
got hung up in the rough. 
He did well to get up-and- 
down for a par to get in the 
last group with Stenson. 
“He’s a strong, powerful 
player,” Fowler said. "And 
obviously, he’s playing well 
this week to be in the posi¬ 
tion he’s in. I’m looking for¬ 
ward to the two of us play¬ 
ing well, go head-to-head 
and seeing if one of us will 
be the one to come out 
on top.” Still in range was 
Russell Knox, who hit one of 
the best shots of the week 
behind the 18th green. 
From about the spot Fowl¬ 
er was in, Knox drilled a 
pitch into the hill to kill the 
speed and watching it 
trickle down the slope to 
3 feet for birdie and a 68 
to get within three shots of

Looking ahead. No. 1 Sere¬ 
na described No. 23 Venus 
this way: “It's like playing a 
mirror.” 

Serena took only 68 minutes 
to dismiss Keys, a 20-year- 
old American with formida¬ 
ble serves and forehands 
who simply was outplayed. 
Already a winner of the 
past four major tourna¬ 
ments, including last year’s 
U.S. Open, Serena is trying 
to become the first ten¬ 
nis player to win all four in 
the same season since Stef¬ 
fi Graf in 1988. 

Asked why it’s been so long 
since anyone else pulled 
off a true Grand Slam, 
Serena paused for effect, 
smiled and answered: “I 
don’t know why it took me 
so long." 

Standing in the way at the 
moment is Venus. This will 
be the 27th all-Williams 
match over their long and 
successful careers, and 
Serena leads 15-11, includ¬ 
ing 8-5 at majors. Each has 
beaten the other twice at 
the U.S. Open, with Venus 
winning the 2001 final and 
Serena the 2002 final. 

“It’s about, of course, for¬ 
getting that she’s play¬ 
ing Venus,” said Serena’s 
coach, Patrick Mourato- 
glou. 

Venus, at 35 the oldest 
woman in the tournament, 
was on court even less time 
than her sibling on Sunday, 
overwhelming 19-year-old 
qualifier Anett Kontaveit of 
Estonia 6-2, 6-1 in 50 min¬ 
utes. 

Venus, of course, knows 
full well the challenge that 
awaits Tuesday. 

“What else can you do, 
except try to win the point 
and hope she doesn't hit 
an ace?" said Venus, who 
lost in the third round or 
earlier at each of the past 
four U.S. Opens. 

The sisters’ mother, Ora- 
cene Price, said she 
wouldn’t attend the quar¬ 
terfinal. 

As for whether Venus will be 
in a tough spot — hoping 
to win, yet also well aware 
of what her sibling is pursu¬ 
ing — Price said: “I know it’s 
going to be hard, because 
I know (Venus) wants (Ser¬ 


ena) to get it.” 

Serena acknowledged 
having a bout with the jit¬ 
ters before her second- 
round match, when she 
double-faulted 10 times 
and made another two 
dozen unforced errors 
against a qualifier ranked 
110th. Afterward, she took 
pointers from Mouratoglou 
and went to the practice 
court right away. 

In the third round, against 
someone ranked 101st, 
Serena dropped the first 
set and was two games 
from defeat in the sec¬ 
ond before turning things 
around. Again, she put in 
more work to fix things. 

“I was like, ‘Serena, it’s now 
or never. You’ve got to 
get that serve together,”’ 
she said after winning 22 
of 28 first-serve points and 
never facing a break point 
against Keys. 

And what about heading 
back out for a training ses¬ 
sion with Mouratoglou? 
“No, not today," Serena 
said. “I’m going to take the 
rest of the day off and re¬ 
lax and just enjoy it.” 

Keys played well, too, at 
the outset, and appeared 
relaxed, managing to smile 
after miscues. But at the 
first moment of any real 
tension, down 15-30 on her 
serve while trailing 4-3, Keys 
blinked, double-faulting 
twice. 

Some terrific returning by 
Serena in the second set 
kept the heat on Keys. 

“I think I served pretty well. 
I think she returned better," 
Keys said. “To beat Serena 
when she’s playing well, 
you have to do a lot of 
things great.” 

Another women's fourth- 
round match scheduled 
for Sunday was scratched 
when 25th-seeded Eug¬ 
enie Bouchard withdrew 
with a concussion, two 
days after slipping and 
falling in the locker room. 
That allowed Roberta Vinci 
of Italy to advance to the 
quarterfinals against the 
winner of Sunday night’s 
match between No. 13 
Ekaterina Makarova and 
Kristina Mladenovic. 

In men’s action, 32nd- 
seeded Fabio Fognini of 


Italy — who stunned Rafael 
Nadal in the third round 
— had his back and neck 
adjusted by a trainer and 
also tried using an inhaler 
during a 6-3, 7-6 (5), 6-1 loss 
to 18th-seeded Feliciano 
Lopez of Spain. Lopez now 
meets No. 1 Novak Djokov- 
ic or No. 23 Roberto Bautis¬ 
ta Agut, who were sched¬ 
uled to play Sunday night. 
Defending champion 
Marin Cilic overcame a 
tweaked right ankle thanks 
in large part to 23 aces, re¬ 
turning to the quarterfinals 
by eliminating 27th-ranked 
Jeremy Chardy of France 
6-3, 2-6, 7-6 (2), 6-1. Cilic 
now faces 19th-seeded Jo- 
Wilfried Tsonga.

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Back-to-back HRs by McCann, A-Rod lift Yankees over Rays 6-4

NEW YORK (AP) - Facing 
a pitcher who has always 
had their number, the New 
York Yankeesstruck for a 
sudden rally. 

Brian McCann and Alex 
Rodriguez hit back-to-back 
homers off All-Star Chris 
Archer that sent the Yan¬ 
kees past the Tampa Bay 
Rays 6-4 on Sunday. 
"Archer’s one of the best 
pitchers in the game,” Mc¬ 
Cann said. "He's right up 
at the top and when you 
can scratch and claw and 
come back and get a win 
like that, it was huge.” 

Ivan Nova pitched six solid 
innings to help the Yankees 
take two of three in the se¬ 
ries. New York, which leads 
the American League wild¬ 
card chase, remained 1 1/2 
games behind first-place 
Toronto in the AL East. 

The Blue Jays beat Balti¬ 
more 10-4. 

On a picture-perfect after¬ 
noon in the Bronx, Archer 
was doing what he's al¬ 
ways done - dominate the 
Yankees. The 26-year-old 
righty, who had never lost 
to New York, kept hitters off 
balance with a slider that 
opposing manager Joe Gi- 
rardi suggested might be 
the best in the game. 

That was, until the sixth in¬ 
ning. After the first 18 Yan¬ 
kees batters were held to 
one hit, New York finally 
broke through and erased 
a 3-0 deficit. 

Archer (12-11) got two outs 
sandwiched aroundJaco- 
by Ellsbury’s single, but then 
began having trouble with 
his control. Following a walk 
to Carlos Beltran, McCann 
drove a 3-1 pitch deep into 


the right-center bleachers 
to tie the score at 3 - his 
career-high 25th home run. 
"We were sleepwalking 
there about five innings 
and Archer basically domi¬ 
nated us,” Rodriguez said. 
"Mac has been huge all 
year.” 

Archer, who had allowed 
only one home run in eight 
previous starts against New 
York, saw his very next pitch 
to Rodriguez also wind up 
in the seats, giving the Yan¬ 
kees 4-3 lead. 

"I didn’t execute in the 
biggest moment of the 
game,” said Archer, who 
entered 5-0 with a 1.78 ERA 
against the Yankees. "Am 
I disappointed? Of course. 
We need to win every sin¬ 
gle game.” 


New York added a run in 
the seventh when Didi Gre¬ 
gorius scored on a throw¬ 
ing error by second base- 
man Logan Forsythe. 
Asdrubal Cabrera closed 
the gap to 5-4 with an 
eighth-inning homer just in¬ 
side the right-field foul pole 
off Dellin Betances. New 
York made it 6-4 in the bot¬ 
tom half when September 
call-up Rico Noel scored his 
first career run on Grego¬ 
rius’ single. 

Nova (6-7) had trouble 
commanding his breaking 
ball early in the game but 
settled down nicely. He 
yielded three runs and six 
hits to stop a three-start los¬ 
ing streak. 

Andrew Miller stranded two 
runners in the ninth for his 


31 st save in 32 attempts. 
Kevin Kiermaier hit a two- 
run homer off Nova in 
the second on a hanging 
curve. Forsythe added an 
RBI single in the third. 

RED SOX 6, PHILLIES 2 

BOSTON (AP) - Rookie left¬ 
hander Eduardo Rodriguez 
is certainly making a strong 
case to be a part of Bos¬ 
ton’s rotation next season. 
The 22-year-old got a 2-0 
lead thanks to David’s Or¬ 
tiz’s 497th career home run 
and held Philadelphia to 
one run over seven innings 
as the Red Sox completed 
a three-game sweep with 
a 6-2 win over the Phillies 
on Sunday. 

"I would say he has - nine 
wins,” Red Sox interim 
manager Torey Lovullo said 
when asked if he’s making 
a push to be a part of next 
year's starters. 

It was Rodriguez’s third win 
in four starts. 

"What's not to say about 
the run he’s on,” Lovul¬ 
lo said. "He controlled 
the pitch counts, a great 
game.” 

"I just want to keep work¬ 
ing to stay here next sea¬ 
son,” said Rodriguez (9-5). 
He gave up eight hits, strik¬ 
ing out seven and walking 
one. 

A day after he posted 
his club-record ninth sea¬ 
son with 30 homers, Ortiz 
stepped up in his first at-bat 
and sent a 3-1 fastball from 
rookie right-hander Jerad 
Eickhoff (1-3) over the Phil¬ 
lies’ bullpen to give Boston 
a 2-0 edge. 

"It went about as far as I've 
seen a ball go this season,”

Brady wants to move on from ‘Deflategate’

FOXBOROUGH, Massachu¬ 
setts (AP) — Patriots quar¬ 
terback Tom Brady just 
wants to move on, after 
his four-game suspension 
for his role in using underin¬ 
flated footballs during the 
AFC championship game 
was overturned by a fed¬ 
eral judge. 

Making his first public com¬ 
ments since the “Deflat¬ 
egate” court ruling, Brady 
said he is focused on pre¬ 
paring for Thursday's game 
against Pittsburgh. He also 
acknowledged the sup¬ 
port of his family, friends 
and Patriots owner Bob 
Kraft. 


“Everything that’s hap¬ 
pened over the past seven 
months, obviously I have a 
lot of personal feelings, but 
I really don’t care to share 
many of those,” Brady said 
Sunday. 

“I really care to think about 
what I need to do going 
forward. We’ve got a lot 
of guys in this locker room 
who worked really hard to 
get to this point, and so 
have I, and I’m excited to 
be able to go out there 
and do it." 

Brady's ban was over¬ 
turned Thursday by a fed¬ 
eral judge who criticized 
NFL Commissioner Roger 


Goodell for going what he 
said was “far beyond” the 
investigative conclusions 
of attorney Ted Wells. 

Brady said the NFL's deci¬ 
sion to appeal the ruling is 
“their choice.” 

“I think that’s just part of 
this process,” he said. “My 
part is to get ready to play 
football, and that’s what 
I'm really excited to do.” 

It could take months for the 
2nd U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals to hear the case 
because the league would 
have to show it would suf¬ 
fer irreparable harm to 
speed up the timetable. 
Brady led the Patriots to a 
Super Bowl win over Seattle 
on Feb. 1, but the “Deflat¬ 
egate” saga dominated 
headlines all the way into 
the start of this season. The 
star quarterback has insist¬ 
ed he played no role in a 
conspiracy to deflate foot¬ 
balls below the allowable 
limit at last season’s AFC 
championship, a 45-7 rout 
of the Indianapolis Colts. 
Two Patriots employees 
- officials’ locker room at¬ 
tendant Jim McNally and 
equipment assistant John 
Jastremski - were suspend¬ 
ed for their role in the de¬ 
flated balls.

Rodriguez wins 15th Vuelta

SOTRES, Spain (AP) — Joa¬ 
quin Rodriguez powered 
up the final ascent of the 
mountainous 15th stage 
of the Spanish Vuelta to 
reduce Fabio Aru’s overall 
lead to just one second on 
Sunday.

He finished fhe 175.8-ki¬ 
lometer (109.2-mile) ride, 
culminating at the Sotres 
category-one summit, in 4 
hours, 33 minutes, 31 sec¬ 
onds. 

Aru was fifth across the 
line, 15 seconds behind. 
Adding the 10-second bo¬ 


nus for Rodriguez's stage 
win, the Italian just saved 
the leader’s red jersey for 
Monday’s third consecu¬ 
tive stage with a summit 
finish in the northern moun¬ 
tains. 

It was the 36-year-old Ro¬ 
driguez’s first stage win of 
this Vuelta and his ninth ca¬ 
reer stage win at the three- 
week Grand Tour. 

“I had been looking for this 
during the entire Vuelta,” 
said the Katusha leader, 
who also won two stages 
at this summer’s Tour de 
France. 

“We are in a perfect posi¬ 
tion only one second be¬ 
hind Aru. The strongest rider 


will win this. My feelings are 
good.” 

Dutchman Tom Dumou- 
lin fell from third overall to 
fourth, now 1 minute, 25 
seconds back. Ratal Ma- 
jka of Poland finished the 
stage second to move into 
third place in the general 
classification, one second 
in front of Dumoulin.

Dumoulin, the time- 
trial bronze medalist at the 
2014 world championships, 
could make a grab for the

Rodriguez previously said 
Dumoulin had become the 
favorite after Chris Froome 
withdrew due to injury, and 
he stuck by that prediction 
on Sunday. 

“I think he is doing it on 
purpose, marking his own 
pace,” Rodriguez said 
about Dumoulin. 

Aru agreed, saying “Du¬ 
moulin is dangerous." 
Monday's stage stays in the 
northern mountains, taking 
riders through 185 kilome¬ 
ters (115 miles) from Luarca 
to a summit finish af Ermita 
de Alba.

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Samsung, others seek piece of nascent smartwatch market

NEW YORK (AP) — Samsung 
and other tech companies 
showcased new computer¬ 
ized wristwatches this week 
— all aimed at challenging 
Apple, a relative newcom¬ 
er to selling smartwatches. 
Apple Watch was the lead¬ 
ing smartwatch in the sec¬ 
ond quarter, with an esti¬ 
mated 4 million shipped 
worldwide, for a market 
share of more than 75 per¬ 
cent, according to Strat¬ 
egy Analytics. Samsung 
was a distant second with 
400,000 shipped and a 7.5 
percent market share. 
However, the market is still 
nascent, and Apple Watch 
isn’t an option for people 
who use Android smart¬ 


phones. 

Samsung's Gear S2 will work 
on Android — and for the 
first time, not just Samsung’s 
Android phones. Mean¬ 
while, watches running 
Google’s Android Wear 
software will now work with 
Apple’s iPhones. 

Here’s a look at how the 
watches compare and 
how the marketplace is 
shaping up in light of this 
week’s developments at 
the IFA tech show in Berlin. 


SAMSUNG 

Although Samsung has 
been making smartwatch¬ 
es for about two years, its 
previous models have felt 
like miniature phones. Apps 


are presented on the rect¬ 
angular screen the way 
they are on phones. You 
swipe on the screen to flip 
through pages of apps. 

The Gear S2’s interface is 
more fitting for a watch. 
The S2 has a circular frame 
that can be rotated to 
scroll through notifications 
and apps, so your fingers 
won’t tire out from endless 
swiping. The watch itself is 
also smaller — roughly the 
size of the larger version of 


Apple Watch. The original 
Gear S felt huge around 
wrists. 

Samsung says about 1,000 
apps should be available 
when the S2 launches. 
That's promising, though 
less than Apple Watch’s 
8,500 and Android Wear’s 
4,000. So far, many lead¬ 
ing app developers have 
focused on Apple Watch 
and Android Wear instead, 
as Samsung watches use a 
little-known system called 
Tizen. Samsung is letting 
app developers customize 
watch faces, so you can 
see baseball scores from 
ESPN or the latest posts 
from Twitter. 

Availability: early Octo¬ 
ber in the U.S., with prices 
to be announced. Later, 
Samsung will have a ver¬ 
sion with 3G cellular ca¬ 
pabilities, which will let the 
watch do more without a 
companion phone nearby. 
Requirements: In a surprise 
move, Samsung is making 
the S2 work with a range 
of Android smartphones, 
though some features, such 
as setting alarms, might not 
work with all phones. 

GOOGLE 

Several manufacturers (but 


not Samsung or Apple) 
are making smartwatches 
based on Android Wear. 
Manufacturers can focus 
on designing the hardware, 
while letting Google worry 
about the functionality. 
Consumers get choice, 
without compromising on 
app selection, as develop¬ 
ers can write apps just once 
for multiple devices. 

Among the choices: 

— Motorola's latest Moto 
360 watches come in three 
lines — men’s, women’s 
and a premium “Sport” 
version for fitness enthusi¬ 
asts. Sport will have GPS 
built-in, along with a screen 
that can adapt to bright 
sunlight, with high-contrast 
text and graphics for bet¬ 
ter visibility in glare. Mix and 
match sizes, bands and 
bodies for $300 to $430. 
The men’s and women’s 
watches will come out in 
late September. Prices and 
release plans for the Sport 


version will come later. 

— Huawei Watch will have 
luxury versions, with bodies 
plated with rose gold, for 
$699 or $799. The bodies 
won’t be entirely made of 
gold, as Apple Watch’s Edi¬ 
tion models are. But those 
go for $10,000 to $17,000. 


The Huawei Watch and the 
Apple Watch both start at 
$349. 

— On the flip side, Asus’s 
new ZenWatch 2 will be no¬ 
table for its price — starting 
at 149 euros ($167) when it 
comes out in October. 
Requirements: Though 

these will now work with an 
iPhone, you get more func¬ 
tionality with Android. 

APPLE 

Despite its late start, Apple 
Watch has been the one 
to beat in terms of design, 
functionality and app se¬ 
lection. Its 18 hours of bat¬ 
tery life is still short of what 
others promise, though. The 
new Gear S2, for instance, 
promises two to three days 
on a single charge. 

Some of the Apple Watch’s 
limitations will be addressed 
with a free software up¬ 
date this fall. With that, it 
will be possible for outside 
companies to write games 


and other apps that won't 
need a phone nearby. 
Apps will also be able to in¬ 
teract directly with sensors 
on Apple Watch — permit¬ 
ting apps that analyze golf 
swings, for instance. 
Requirements: You need 
an iPhone. □

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Centene Corp. CEO says to market: Wait and see 


CLAYTON, Mo. (AP) — The 

CEO of health care com¬ 
pany Centene Corp. has 
a simple message for those 
skeptical that its acquisi¬ 
tion of Health Net will be a 
success: Wait and see. 
Suburban St. Louis-based 
Centene shares have fallen 
26 percent since the $6.8 
billion acquisition of Health 
Net, a California-based 
managed care company, 
was announced in July. 
Centene Chief Executive 
Officer Michael Neido- 


rff told the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch that he believes 
Centene can squeeze $150 
million from Health Net's 
costs after the deal closes 
early next year, largely by 
taking over some functions 
that Health Net outsources. 
But Neidorff says there will 
not be the “slash and burn” 
that follows some mergers. 
Among other things, Cen¬ 
tene runs managed care 
plans for state Medicaid 
programs. California has 
the nation's largest Medic¬ 


aid population, with Health 
Net serving one-fifth of that 
market. Meanwhile, Health 
Net has a Medicare Ad¬ 
vantage plan that Cen¬ 
tene can expand to other 
states. Enrollment in that 
federal program, a man¬ 
aged-care option for most 
people age 65 and over, 
has more than doubled 
since 2006. 

“Our motive was to move 
into these other businesses, 
which helps seal the long¬ 
term growth profile of this 


company,” Neidorff said. 
Chris Rigg, an analyst at 
Susquehanna Financial 
Group in New York, said 
Centene may be able to 
expand rapidly when oth¬ 
er insurers, such as Aetna, 
have to sell some Medi¬ 
care Advantage policies 
to win antitrust clearance 
for their own mergers. 

“In our view, this enables 
Centene to become a 
much larger company 
over a five- to 10-year pe¬ 
riod," Rigg said. 


But so far, investors “see 
this as a slower growth 
story than Centene was by 
itself,” said Ana Gupte, an 
analyst with Leerink Part¬ 
ners in New York. 

She said that part of the 
negative reaction may be 
because Centene is a buy¬ 
er, not a seller. 

“Centene was perceived 
by the market to be a take¬ 
out candidate," Gupte 
said. “Now it looks likely 
to be a serial consolidator 
instead.”□ 


Chinese central bank governor says currency stable

BEIJING (AP) — China’s 
central bank governor says 
its currency has stabilized, 
in an apparent effort to 
dispel fears of more big de¬ 
clines following a surprise 
devaluation that rattled 
global markets. 

The yuan’s exchange rate 
against the dollar “tends 
to be stable,” Zhou Xiao- 
chuan said at a meeting 
of finance officials of the 
Group of 20 major econo¬ 
mies in Turkey on Friday, 
according to a central 
bank statement. 

Beijing said the Aug. 11 de¬ 
valuation was part of ef¬ 
forts aimed at making the 
yuan’s state-set exchange 
rate more market-orient¬ 
ed. But coming without 
warning amid a collapse 
in Chinese share prices, it 
caused anxiety in financial 
markets. 

Zhou's comments ap¬ 
peared to be aimed at 
quelling fears Beijing might 
allow the currency, also 
known as the renminbi, 
to fall further to help its 
struggling exporters by 


giving them a price ad¬ 
vantage. The devaluation 
had spurred warnings of 
a possible “currency war” 
if other governments re¬ 
sponded by lowering their 
own exchange rates. 


“At present, the exchange 
rate of the RMB against the 
dollar tends to be stable, 
and most of the correction 
of the stock market has 
taken place, so the finan¬ 
cial market is expected to 


be more stable," the state¬ 
ment read. 

Zhou said Beijing was com¬ 
mitted to carrying out eco¬ 
nomic reforms despite re¬ 
cent turbulence in its finan¬ 
cial markets. 


Also at the G-20 meeting. 
Finance Minister Lou Jiwei 
tried to defuse concern 
about the slowdown in Chi¬ 
nese economic activity, 
saying Beijing is “not espe¬ 
cially concerned” about 
short-term fluctuations and 
will stick to its reform plans. 
The ruling Communist Party 
is in the midst of a mara¬ 
thon effort to encourage 
domestic consumption 
and reduce reliance on 
trade and investment to 
drive growth. It has prom¬ 
ised to give market forces 
a bigger role in the state- 
dominated economy. 
Concerns have mounted, 
however, that growth is 
slowing too abruptly after 
July exports and auto sales 
contracted and August 
factory activity weakened. 
Lou said the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment expects eco¬ 
nomic growth of “about 7 
percent” this year, accord¬ 
ing to the central bank 
statement. “China is in line 
with plans and will stick un¬ 
swervingly to ‘reform and 
opening up,’” he saidO 


McGraw-Hill Education says filing for $100M IPO 


NEW YORK (AP) — Educa¬ 
tional content maker Mc¬ 
Graw-Hill Education plans 
to go public. 

Best known as a pub¬ 
lisher of textbooks and in¬ 
structional materials, the 
company is now investing 
heavily in developing digi¬ 
tal content and technol¬ 
ogy like its "Reading Won¬ 
ders” and "Economics: 
Principles, Problems, and 
Policies" programs. 


It filed for an IPO that was 
valued at up to $100 mil¬ 
lion, according to a form 
filed this weekend with the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

The New York-based com¬ 
pany says its programs are 
used by 250,000 higher 
education instructors and 
in 13,000 school kindergar¬ 
ten- to 12th-grade school 
districts. It also makes 
products for companies. 


academic institutions, li¬ 
braries and hospitals. 

The company reported 
$2.03 billion in adjusted rev¬ 
enue in 2014, and said 38 
percent of revenue from 
its higher education busi¬ 
ness, its largest, came from 
digital materials. That’s up 
from 15 percent in 2010.

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Smart Money: 

Investors are fleeing once-popular emerging markets

NEW YORK (AP) — If you 
think investors in U.S. stocks 
have had it rough, consider 
the hapless folks who fol¬ 
lowed Wall Street’s advice 
to buy emerging-market 
stocks. 

The MSCI Emerging Markets 
index has lost 25 percent 
over the past year, while 
the most widely held U.S. 
fund, the Vanguard Total 
Stock Market index, is down 
less than 1 percent. 

After the financial cri¬ 
sis, plowing money into 
emerging markets seemed 
like a sure bet. China was 
gobbling up raw materi¬ 
als from Brazil, Indonesia 
and Russia, and their stock 
markets were soaring. Wall 
Street cranked up its mar¬ 
keting machine, creating 
246 funds to ride the boom. 
“Whateveris hot, Wall Street 
will race out with new prod¬ 
ucts to catch the investor’s 
eye,” says Larry Swedroe, 
head of research at Buck¬ 
ingham Asset Manage¬ 
ment. The blitz worked. In 
the five years through 2013, 
investors poured $104 bil¬ 
lion into emerging-market 
stock funds. The amount of 
money in these funds more 
than quadrupled. 

Now, in classic fashion, 
investors are reversing 
course: They’ve yanked 
$40 billion from emerging- 
market stocks this year, a 
record pace of withdraw¬ 
als, as a slowdown in China 
has hammered companies 
that supply raw materials. 
But the selling has also cre¬ 
ated real value, some sav¬ 
vy investors say. It costs half 
as much to buy a dollar of 
earnings from emerging- 
market companies now 
than it does to buy a dollar 
of earnings from U.S. com¬ 
panies. The zigzagging for¬ 
tunes of emerging markets 
reveal the pitfalls of chas¬ 
ing the hot new thing, and 
how the best time to buy 
may be precisely when ev¬ 
eryone else is selling. 

EMERGING STOCK FUNDS 

Betting on emerging mar¬ 
kets has never been for the 
faint of heart. Values soar 
as money floods in from in¬ 
vestors hoping to profit from 


rapid economic growth. 
Along comes a crisis, cur¬ 
rencies collapse and infla¬ 
tion spikes. Values plummet 
and money rushes out. 

Why they're falling now: 
Fear that Chinese demand 
for Brazilian steel, Indone¬ 
sian coal, Chilean copper 
and other goods could 
slow further. Sliding cur¬ 


rencies in these countries 
squeeze companies trying 
to pay back loans taken 
out in dollars. Memories of 
the 1997 Asian financial 
crisis aren't helping. Back 
then, investors fled Thai¬ 
land, Indonesia and other 
Asian tigers, and the fallout 
threatened to spark a glob¬ 
al recession. 

Why investors may be 
wrong: Companies in de¬ 
veloping countries have 
taken out more loans in 
their own currencies, so 
they're better prepared 
when their currencies fall 
against the dollar. Manu¬ 
facturers in South Korea 
and Taiwan import a lot of 
raw materials, so they ben¬ 
efit from falling commodity 
prices. And many big Indi¬ 
an companies rely on local 
customers, providing bank¬ 
ing services and consumer 
goods to the country’s 
swelling middle class. 

The value case: It will cost 
you $13.23 to buy a dollar of 
their average annual earn¬ 
ings over the past decade, 
less than the $14 it cost 
during the panic selling of 


the 2008 financial crisis, ac¬ 
cording to Chris Brightman, 
chief investment officer at 
Research Affiliates. Before 
that crisis, investors paid 
$35 for a dollar of earnings, 
nearly triple the price now. 
The problem is, prices could 
get cheaper still. Brightman 
warns that investors tend to 
overshoot during busts, just 


as they do during booms, 
because they think “what is 
happening currently will go 
on forever.” 

COMMODITY FUNDS 

The drops are stunning. Oil 
falling by more than half 
in the past year, iron ore 
plunging by a third, coal 
and copper off by more 
than a quarter. Even prices 
for wheat and corn — peo¬ 
ple can’t stop eating, can 
they? — have fallen by 
more than half in two years. 
Pimco's largest raw mate¬ 
rials fund, the Commodity 
Real Return Strategy fund, 
has lost a third of its value 
over the past year. That's 
after a rocky ten years, dur¬ 
ing which the fund rock¬ 
eted as high as 30 percent 
and plunged as much as 
60 percent. 

Why they’re falling now: 
Too many companies 
pulled too much out of the 
ground before the financial 
crisis. China’s massive stim¬ 
ulus program fueled even 
more drilling and digging. 
With the big investments 
already made, companies 


figure they might as well 
keep pumping oil and ex¬ 
tracting ore. Investors spec¬ 
ulate that supply may over¬ 
whelm demand for a long 
time yet. 

Why investors may be 
wrong: Small drillers and 
miners are starting to go 
out of business as prices fall 
below their cost of produc¬ 


tion. That should ultimately 
squeeze supply, and lead 
to prices stabilizing. 

The value case: The com¬ 
modity glut is hardly a se¬ 
cret, so prices may already 
reflect it. Market strategists 
at Northern Trust wrote in 
a recent report that prices 
are looking more compel¬ 
ling, and recommended 
that investors consider the 
Morningstar Global Up¬ 
stream Natural Resources 
fund, which contains 120 
commodity producers. 
They like the fund's expo¬ 
sure to food giants such as 
Bunge and Archers Dan¬ 
iels Midland. It’s not for the 
timid, though. The fund is in 
the middle of a three-year 
losing streak, capped by a 
19 percent drop in the last 
three months. 

In fact, these investments 
may need five to 10 years 
before they become truly 
attractive, says Rudolph- 
Riad Younes, a portfolio 
manager at R Squared 
Capital Management. Buy¬ 
ing now is “a loser's game.” 

EMERGING-MARKET BONDS 


Enticed by higher interest 
rates than in the U.S., inves¬ 
tors plowed into emerging- 
market bond funds in the 
aftermath of the 2008 crisis. 
Warnings that the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment would struggle to 
pay its rising debts added to 
their appeal. Governments 
in Brazil, Turkey and other 
developing countries had 
scaled back their borrow¬ 
ing, and with their econo¬ 
mies expanding rapidly, it 
seemed they would have 
no trouble making their 
payments. In the four years 
after 2008, the amount of 
money these bond funds 
had at their disposal tripled 
to $77 billion. 

Why they're falling now: 
Brazil and Russia have fallen 
into deep recessions, and 
emerging-market curren¬ 
cies have plunged around 
the world. The sorry history 
of emerging markets sug¬ 
gests a wave of corporate 
defaults, a jump in inflation 
and rising political insta¬ 
bility as anger spreads on 
the streets. After the Asian 
financial crisis, student pro¬ 
tests in Indonesia, one of 
the hardest hit countries, 
helped depose the coun¬ 
try's ruler after three de¬ 
cades in power. 

Why investors may be 
wrong: These countries are 
better prepared for finan¬ 
cial shocks. They have low¬ 
er debt burdens than many 
developed countries and 
built up foreign reserves to 
defend their currencies. 
“You would have seen so¬ 
cial instability and bank 
runs” in previous years, says 
Sarny Muaddi, a portfolio 
manager at T. Rowe Price. 
“But that's not happening 
today. I take it as a positive 
sign." 

The value case: Just 2.3 
percent of emerging-mar¬ 
ket companies that rating 
agencies consider the riski¬ 
est missed a payment so 
far this year. That’s just a 
hair above the 2.2 percent 
default rate for similar U.S. 
companies. That default 
rate could jump, of course, 
but investors get paid more 
to take that risk. According 
to Barclays Capital, emerg¬ 
ing-market bonds yield 5.7 
percent, a full percentage 
point higher than a year 
agoO

New Haven is planning 
a study on whether to 
dredge down to as much 
as 42 feet instead of the 
current 35 feet.

To 
capitalize on the invest¬ 
ment, ships must deliver at 
ports that can accommo¬ 
date their size. Those ports 
are typically outside New 
England. 

But some in New England 
see opportunities to cap¬ 
ture some of the spillover. 
“The much bigger ships 
from Asia are not likely 
coming to Connecticut,” 
said Sullivan, of the Con¬ 
necticut economic de¬ 
velopment department. 
Bridgeport can be a “great 
secondary market" after 
the New York-New Jersey 
port 60 miles away, said 
Andrew Nunn, the city’s 
chief administrative officer. 
Ports also have been seek¬ 
ing out tourists and niches 
in global trade. 

Tourism, embraced by 
many port cities as com¬ 
merce began to decline in 
the early 20th century, has 
been stressed in deals with 


cruise ships to promote the 
cities’ maritime history and 
culture. 

And at the Port of Davis- 
ville in Rhode Island, about 
18,000 cars a month roll off 
ships, including nearly 850 
Bentleys last year. Wind 
turbine equipment goes to 
Searsport, Maine, to supply 
the state’s alternative en¬ 
ergy products. 

Some in the region, like 
New Hampshire, receive 
road salt and heating oil, 
staples for New England 
winters. Some smaller ports 
export recyclables such 
as scrap metals. And from 
Portland, electric cars are 
shipped to Iceland, where 
they are in high demand 
because plentiful geother¬ 
mal energy makes them in¬ 
expensive to operate. 
“We’re never going to be 
Long Beach or Baltimore 
or Boston,” said Bill Needel- 
man, waterfront coordina¬ 
tor for Portland. “We're a 
niche port that provides 
services for particular mar¬ 
kets and products.”□

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Rwanda names 24 baby mountain gorillas in annual tradition

KINIGI, Rwanda (AP) — 

Youths wearing gorilla cos¬ 
tumes and rubber boots 
grunted and scampered 
in front of Rwanda's presi¬ 
dent on Saturday during 
the ceremonial naming of 
24 baby mountain goril¬ 
las in the African country, 
where the critically endan¬ 
gered animals live in volca¬ 
no-studded forests that are 
visited by increasing num¬ 
bers of foreign tourists. 

The young gorillas, whose 
families are closely moni¬ 
tored by trackers and re¬ 
searchers, were in their 
wild habitat and not at the 
naming event in Kinigi, a 
village near the entrance 
to Rwanda's Volcanoes 
National Park. But thou¬ 
sands of people, including 
students, soldiers, villagers 
and diplomats, gathered 
there to celebrate the 
threatened population of 
mountain gorillas, whose 
image adorns numerous 
sculptures in Rwanda as 
well as a national currency 
banknote. 

Against the backdrop of 
cloud-covered volcanic 
peaks, people waved little 
blue, green and yellow na¬ 
tional flags and presiden¬ 
tial bodyguards scanned 
the open-air venue as Pres¬ 
ident Paul Kagame spoke 
from a dais, delighting 
conservationists who see 
small, landlocked Rwanda 
as a model for other Afri¬ 
can countries struggling to 
preserve their wildlife in the 
face of increased poach¬ 
ing and human encroach¬ 
ment on animal habitats. 
“It's really a showcase, 
the way they're working, 
because you have buy-in 
from the highest political 
level,” said Allan Carlson, 
a Swedish conservation¬ 
ist who was in a group, in¬ 
cluding a Rwandan police 
official and a wildlife ex¬ 


pert from Yale University in 
the United States, that an¬ 
nounced the baby gorilla 
names. Dressed in white 
shirts and green robes, 
and carrying beaded 
sticks, they trailed the ac¬ 
tors in gorilla suits across a 
wooden walkway strewn 
with straw and decorated 
with flowers. The names 
bestowed on the goril¬ 


las included the words for 
“Wish," "Power," "Cour¬ 
age," "Conviviality" and 
“Ornament” in the Rwan¬ 
dan language. The Rwan¬ 
dan government hopes 
the naming ceremony, 
which began in 2005 and 
is based on a similar tradi¬ 
tion among Rwandans, will 
highlight the importance 
of protecting mountain 
gorillas as well as promote 
the tourism industry, which 
brought in more than $300 
million last year and is the 


country’s top foreign cur¬ 
rency earner. Researchers 
also refer to the names to 
identify gorillas and their 
families while conducting 
studies in the wild. 

The key is to convince 
Rwandan communities 
that they will benefit from 
supporting conserva¬ 
tion, senior tourism official 
Yamina Karitanyi said in an 


interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press. Five percent of 
revenues from Rwanda's 
national parks are invested 
in schools and other com¬ 
munity projects, she said. 
“It's a joint effort. We work 
with them every day,” Kari¬ 
tanyi said. She acknowl¬ 
edged that juggling the 
needs of people and wild¬ 
life is difficult, saying: “We 
have got to work to come 
up with the right mecha¬ 
nism to ensure that protec¬ 
tion is there for all." 


Kagame thanked the 
crowd for their involve¬ 
ment in protecting the 
mountain gorillas, and also 
said people should take 
advantage of security in 
Rwanda to work hard. Led 
by Kagame since 2000, 
Rwanda has had strong 
economic growth in re¬ 
cent years, brightening the 
prospects of a country that 


was devastated by geno¬ 
cide in 1994. 

The fortunes of Rwanda’s 
mountain gorillas are also 
improving, though the situ¬ 
ation is delicate. They live in 
the Virunga Massif, which 
spans Volcanoes Nation¬ 
al Park as well as parks in 
neighboring Uganda and 
the Democratic Republic 
of Congo. More mountain 
gorillas live in a separate 
area of Uganda. 

The number of mountain 
gorillas, defined as a gorilla 


subspecies, dropped dra¬ 
matically in the last cen¬ 
tury because of poach¬ 
ing, disease and human 
encroachment. The total 
population of mountain 
gorillas is currently an esti¬ 
mated 900. However, the 
population in the Virunga 
Massif is growing at a rate 
of about 4 percent a year, 
said Dr. Mike Cranfield, 


Associated Press 

co-director of Gorilla Doc¬ 
tors, a group that provides 
medical care to the apes. 
“You couldn’t ask for any¬ 
thing more than what's 
happening right now,” 
Cranfield said. Still, he said 
the density of the human 
population in the area is 
high and expressed con¬ 
cern about the vulnerabil¬ 
ity of gorillas to diseases 
from tourists who trek into 
the forest to see them. 

“It's a delicate balance,” 
he said. □

in director Luca Guadgag- 
ni's latest film, the Italian 
island tragicomedy “A Big¬ 
ger Splash." There was just 
one small condition: She 
wouldn’t speak. 

“It was a moment in my life 
when I really didn’t want 
to say anything,” the enig¬ 
matic British actress told re¬ 
porters Sunday at the Ven¬ 
ice Film Festival. “Even less 
than I do now.” 

On the other hand, she 
wanted to work again with 
the Italian filmmaker after 
appearing in his features 
“The Protagonists” and “I 
Am Love.” 

“The one thing that came 
to my mind was — well I 
will come if I don’t need to 
speak,” Swinton said. 
Guadgagni agreed, so 
in “A Bigger Splash,” an 
almost-silent Swinton plays 
Marianne Lane, a Bowie- 
esque rock star ordered to 


rest her voice after surgery. 
Her vacation on the island 
of Pantelleria with down- 
to-earth boyfriend Paul 
(Matthias Schoenaerts) is 
interrupted by old flame 
Harry (Ralph Fiennes) and 
his daughter Penelope 
(Dakota Johnson). Their 
arrival triggers emotional 
eruptions on the rugged 
volcanic isle. 

Swinton said that as a per¬ 
former, she couldn’t re¬ 
sist the idea of silencing 
“someone whose entire 
career has been about her 
voice." 

“To take that away felt to 
me like too tantalizing a 
temptation," she said. 

She said all the characters 
are “fighting the fact that 
none of us can really com¬ 
municate with one anoth¬ 
er, with words or anything 
else.” 

There are plenty of words 
in “A Bigger Splash," which 
takes its title and central 
image of a swimming pool 
from a David Hockney 


painting. Most are provid¬ 
ed by Fiennes’ character, 
a motor-mouthed music 
producer who uses talk as 
a buffer against life's dark¬ 
ness. 

The performance is the 
latest proof — after “The 
Grand Budapest Hotel” — 
of Fiennes’ long-underap¬ 
preciated comic flair. In 
the movie’s most memora¬ 
ble scene, he performs an 
unrestrained solo dance to 
the Rolling Stones’ “Emo¬ 
tional Rescue." 

Fiennes said the script said 
simply that his character 
“gets up and dances and 
expresses himself com¬ 
pletely through dancing." 
“I’d never been asked to 
do that on a film before,” 
he said. “And so I said ‘yes, 
thank you.’” 

The film — a remake of 
1969 French drama “The 
Swimming Pool" — is one 
of 21 titles competing for 
the Golden Lion and at the 
Venice festival, which ends 
Saturday. 


The film's characters may 
be trying to get away from 
if all, but reality intrudes on 
their island idyll. Pantelleria, 
southwest of Sicily, is only 
40 miles (64 kilometers) 
from Tunisia, and boats of 
migrants fleeing war and 
poverty often land on its 
shores. 

They are seen peripherally 
in the film, and some view¬ 
ers disliked fhe juxtaposi¬ 


tion of the migrant crisis 
with the domestic dramas 
of well-heeled Westerners. 
The film received a smat¬ 
tering of boos at a festival 
press screening Sunday. 
Swinton said she wanted 
to change the terms of 
the discussion to avoid the 
word “migrants." 

“We're dealing with refu¬ 
gees," she said." War 
refugees."□

Superheroes, for once, don’t rule Hollywood’s summer

NEW YORK (AP) — After 
a lackluster 2014 summer, 
Hollywood has bounced 
back with one of its best 
seasons ever. But the most 
surprising part of the turn¬ 
around is that superheroes 
aren't the ones who saved 
the day. 

Instead, Hollywood's sum¬ 
mer was led by a ban¬ 
ner season from Universal 
Pictures, the lone major 
studio with nary a cape 
in its cupboard. With a 
record-setting $5.3 billion- 
plus in revenue so far this 
year. Universal has pow¬ 
ered Hollywood to a near 
record summer with a di¬ 
verse string of hits includ¬ 
ing the season's top film 
“Jurassic World" ($1.6 bil¬ 
lion worldwide), the top 
animated hit, "Minions,” 
and one of the most suc¬ 
cessful sequels, “Pitch Per¬ 
fect 2.” 

After the summer limps to 
a close over Labor Day 
weekend, the North Amer¬ 
ican box office will have 
tallied about $4.4 billion 
in ticket receipts, accord¬ 
ing to box office data firm 
Rentrak. That's second 
only to the record $4.75 
billion summer of 2013 and 
an improvement of about 
7.5 percent from last sum¬ 
mer's downturn. 

And the superhero-less 
Universal led the way. 

"It’s a lot of hard work, but 
it’s also an indication that 
we’re tapping audiences 
in different ways with the 
different kind of movies 
we're releasing,” says Nick 
Carpou, distribution head 
for Universal. "I think our di¬ 


verse slate doesn’t tend to 
tire people out.” 

If superhero domination is 
slipping at all, it's not by 
much. “Avengers: Age of 
Ultron" was the summer's 
second highest grossing 
film in North America with 
$457.7 million, and Mar¬ 
vel has already staked 
out prime summer release 
dates for years to come, 
the billions sure to follow. 
But this was the first sum¬ 
mer since the final “Harry 
Potter” chapter in 2011 
that a comic book movie 
didn’t top all films. 
“Ant-Man" (seventh place 
with $170.1 million) was be¬ 
deviled by creative differ¬ 
ences and fell well short of 
Marvel's last irreverent en¬ 
try, the mammoth summer 
2014 hit “Guardians of the 
Galaxy.” And Fox’s “Fan¬ 
tastic Four,” which the di¬ 
rector Josh Trank, himself, 
suggested was marred by 
studio overreach, was the 


biggest superhero deba¬ 
cle in at least a decade. Its 
$25.7 million opening sent 
analysts back to the likes 
of 2004's "Catwoman” to 
find a comic book disaster 
of similar proportions. 


It will probably go down 
as merely a dent in the 
superhero movie's armor, 
but it’s also possible that 


the summer of 2015 will 
later be seen as a turning 
point. As Steven Spielberg 
reminded in a recent in¬ 
terview with The Associat¬ 
ed Press, these things are 
cyclical: “There will be a

time when the superhero 
movie goes the way of the 
Western," he said. 

More important, perhaps, 
is that the movie busi¬ 
ness is generally quite 
healthy — robust, even. 
Despite clamors over the 
effect of digital media 
and the competition of 
television, films are find¬ 
ing success in a variety of 
ways. The summer proved 
that many of the char¬ 
acteristics that have long 
driven hits — a reputa¬ 
tion for quality (Pixar’s “In¬ 
side Out"), the allure of 
top-flight stunts (“Mission: 
Impossible — Rogue Na¬ 
tion"), a sense of cultural 
timeliness (“Straight Outta 
Compton"), blinding B- 
movie thrills (“Mad Max: 


Fury Road”) — still work just 
fine. 

“What audiences are 
looking for — and they 
found it, in large part, this 
summer — is a lot of op¬ 
tions, a lot of different 
types of movies,” says Paul 
Dergarabedian, senior 
media analyst for Rentrak. 
Universal, he says, “took 
what most would see as a 
negative and turned it into 
a positive by their movies 
seeming absolutely fresh.” 
There were bombs, just 
as there always are. Dis¬ 
ney's “Tomorrowland," 
starring George Clooney, 
made barely $200 million 
globally — a mark Sony’s 
heavily marketed “Pix¬ 
els,” with Adam Sandler, 
hasn’t reached. And War¬ 
ner Bros.' “The Man From 
U.N.C.L.E.,” based on the 
‘60s TV series, also failed to 
entice audiences. 

Reboot fever, too, was set 
back with the latest at¬ 
tempt to revive the “Termi¬ 
nator" franchise with Para¬ 
mount’s "Genisys.” Com¬ 
ing six years after the last 
entry, “Salvation,” it made 
a lackluster $89.4 million. 
(It has fared better in its re¬ 
cent release in China.) 
Some of the slack was 
picked up by releases 
that easily outgained their 
budgets, like Amy Schum- 
er's “Trainwreck” ($105.5 
million domestically) and 
Melissa McCarthy’s “Spy" 
($110.4 million"). 

“The summer lives and dies 
based on the smaller mov¬ 
ies,” says Phil Contrino, 
chief analyst for BoxOffice. 
com. “You need those 
surprises in there to really 
make a summer healthy. 
You can’t really solely 
on blockbuster because 
sometimes they bomb.” 
Though the summer failed 
to set a record, Derga¬ 
rabedian believes 2015 
may still set new overall 
highs, potentially surpass¬ 
ing $11 billion in North 
America and $40 billion 
worldwide. The fall boasts 
some of the year’s biggest 
films, including "Star Wars: 
The Force Awakens,” the 
latest James Bond film, 
“Spectre,” and the final 
“Hunger Games" install¬ 
ment — none of which, it 
should be noted, happen 
to feature superheroes.Q
